MELTDOWN IN FINANCE 
SYSTEM PUMMELS 
STOCK MARKET

NEW YORK The upheaval in the American financial 
system sent shock waves through the stock market 
Monday, producing the worst day on Wall Street in 
seven years as investors digested the failure of one of 
its most venerable banks and wondered which domino 
would be next to fall. 

The Dow Jones industrial average lost more than 
500 points, more than 4 percent, its steepest point 
drop since the day the stock market reopened after the 
Sept. II, 2001, attacks. About $700 billion evaporated 
from retirement plans, government pension funds and 
other investment portfolios. 

The carnage capped a tumultuous 24 hours that 
redrew U.S. finance. Lehman Brothers, an investment 
bank that predates the Civil War and weathered the 
Great Depression, filed the largest bankruptcy in 
American history A second storied bank, Merrill 
Lynch, fled into the arms of Bank of America. 

It was by far the most stomach-churning single day 
since a financial crisis began to bubble up from billions 
of dollars in rotten mortgage loans that have crippled 
the balance sheets of one bank after another and 
landed mortgage giants Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac 
under the control of the federal government. 

“We are in the middle of a deep, dark recession, and 
it won’t end soon. Here it is, and it is pretty nasty,” 
said Barry Ritholtz, who writes the popular financial 
blog The Big Picture and is CEO of research firm 
FusionIQ. 

And the fallout was far from over. American Insurance 
Group, the world’s largest insurer, was fighting for its 
very survival: NewTbrk Gov David Paterson moved to 


allow the company to tap one of its subsidiaries for an 
emergency loan to stay above water. 

In Washington, Treasury Secretary Henry Paulson, 
who refused to toss a financial lifeline to Lehman, 
was unapologetic as the Bush administration signaled 
strongly that Wall Street shouldn’t expect more rescues 
from Washington. 

The American people should remain confident in 


the “soundness and resilience in the American financial 
system,” Paulson told reporters at the White House. 

While Lehman Brothers was filing for Chapter ii 
and AIG was scurrying to find financing to stay afloat, 
Merrill Lynch was avoiding a similar fate with a $50 
billion transaction to become part of Bank of America. 

The deal would create a financial giant rivaling 
Citigroup Inc., the biggest U.S. bank in terms of assets.

These spies ke^ 
their eyes on CTA 

Wrigleyville’s Ghost Rider haunts the Purple Line. 

DMR blasts bus bunching in Ravenswood, Old Town and 
Humboldt Park. 

Debonair Double-Oh-Fo’ from Chatham puts smelly stations 
under surveillance. 

Individually these three— cool code names aside— are just regular 
riders trying to make it on mass transit. But teamed with “Going 
Public’s” other esteemed CTA spies, they are an unbeatable intelli- 
gence network officially on the record at redeyechicago.com/ctablog. 

Armed with cameras, keen observation skills and ingenuity, these 
CTA spies provide intei for “Going Public’s” CTA blog every Friday 
For example, Double-Oh-Fo’ warned of a urine-scented situation at 
the Red Line’s 79th Street stop and even provided a picture. His and 
the other weekly intei reports could be ushering in a new mass tran- 
sit movement: power to the public transit patrons. 

Even the CTA— under President Ron Huberman— is taking 
part in this increase in ear time for riders. CTA customer service 
response e-mails forwarded to me by raging riders are friendlier and 
lengthier than in pre-Huberman days, if not intensely illuminating. 

And last week, the agency held four comment sessions to solicit 
feedback on the system. 

Good start, but no cigar, at least for one South Side rider. 

Woodlawn’s Tvette Presberry said the public transit powwows 
were scheduled at oddly inconvenient hours— including during the 
workday Only one of the four meetings took place between 6 and 8 
p.m. 

“Why not schedule the meetings on a Saturday or Sunday, or more 
weekday evenings, when more of the usual CTA riders can tell CTA 
about performance or praise?” Presberry, 30, wrote in an e-mail to 
“GP.” 

Things appear to be faring better in terms of the feedback col- 
lected from the CTA’s Mystery Shopper program, which launched 
last spring. More than 850 riders have signed up so far and submit- 
ted 3,100 surveys, CTA spokeswoman Katelyn Thrall told me. 

Among CTA changes attributed to the program: repairs to LED 
displays on several buses and to a malfunctioning wheelchair lift on 
a No. 9 -Ashland, Thrall said. Kudos also are coming in, leading to 17 
commendations for CTA staffers last month and seven this month. 
Thrall noted. 

Now the agency can brace for even more input. 

Already my CTA spies are sharing their sightings, including 
Bronzeville Blues, who has spotted seemingly silly scheduling moves 
along the No. 3-King Drive route. Such undercover observations— 
and other riders’ reactions to them— are just one more way to get 
the CTA skinny 

So don your trench coat, grab your black briefcase, and join in the 
fun at redeyechicago.com/ctablog. Check out our spies to see who is 
repping for your side of the city, and weigh in with feedback of your 
own. 

That way, we can definitively say: CTA, we’ve got our eye on you.

Expect 
fare hikes 
on CTA 
next year

CTA and Pace riders should expect “modest” 
fare increases to help make up for $190 mil- 
lion in unanticipated 2009 budget pressures, 
Regional Transportation Authority officials 
said Monday 

The transit agencies have not speculated 
on the amount of any fare increase. 

Providing free rides to senior citizens— 
Gov Blagojevich’s surprise add-on to the 
mass-transit sales-tax increase approved in 
January— will cost the CTA, Metra and Pace 
$30 million next year, officials estimated. 

Transit agencies were buoyed by the legis- 
lature’s passage of the $530 million funding 
and reform legislation, but spirits faded after 
higher fuel prices, free rides and other eco- 
nomic pressures “contributed to the more 
serious challenge that we face today,” said 
RTA Chairman Jim Reilly 

“The issues this year, while not easy, are emi- 
nently doable with further cost restraints and, 
if need be, a modest fare increase,” he said.

I don’t think 
I’m cuckoo, but I will tell you what drives 
me crazy ... is the CTA blaming years of 
mismanagement on senior citizens taking 
the bus for free.” 


High-profile candidate 
prefers low-profile 
headquarters

On the outside, it looks like just another 
metal and glass high-rise. Inside, just steps 
off Michigan Avenue’s busy shopping 
thoroughfare, beats the heart of Barack 
Obama’s presidential campaign. 

No signs announce the presence of 
Obama’s campaign headquarters. Even if 
you know it’s there, you can’t just saunter in. 
Security guards in the lobby restrict access. 

The headquarters’ main floor is college 
dorm meets modern office— a high-tech 
epicenter of young people where muted 
green and gray walls are plastered with cam- 
paign memorabilia, and a mishmash of tables 
helps make the most of every inch of the 
33,000 square feet. A calendar with Obama’s 
picture on it has this message: “Party Like 
It’s 1-20-09” (Inauguration Day). 

The slivers of desk space allotted to 
campaign workers would make regular 
office workers claustrophobic. Tables are 


crammed in wherever they fit. Portable 
fans help keep the place cool. Some top 
aides, including senior strategist David 
Axelrod, share glassed-in offices. 

The dress code is decidedly casual. 

“I came with a tie my second day I was 
heavily ridiculed. I’ve never done it since,” 
said Corey Ealons, campaign communica- 
tions director for African-American media. 

The attitude toward the election is not 
so casual. A red digital clock ticks down 
the days, hours, minutes and seconds until 
polls close on Nov 4. 

Several hundred staffers, volunteers 
and interns work at the headquarters. The 
campaign wouldn’t provide specific num- 
bers, but campaign spokeswoman Moira 
Mack said just under half the people who 
work there are volunteers and interns. 

The main floor is divided into clusters 
of people grouped by job functions, from 
press operations and research to new media 
and finance. Michelle Obama’s communi- 
cations staff works near operations for vice 
presidential candidate Joe Biden. Other 
groups are divided by the regions or voter 
groups that are their focus, such as black 


and Latino voters. 

Desk partitions —where there are any— 
are low. Glass offices are at a minimum. 
Staffers say it’s easier to get things done 
because they can see and hear everything 
going on around them. 

“Because our conversations are overlap- 
ping, when you hear something that might 
raise a flag or might be of some relative 
importance to you, you kind of are right 
there on the spot to address it,” said Vince 
Casillas, the campaign’s coordinator for 
Spanish media. 

One person who doesn’t have his own 
office is Obama himself, who stops in from 
time to time. He’ll work in other people’s 
offices or conference rooms and mingle 
with workers in the main workspace. One 
night, he was dropped off for a late-night 
meeting at an entrance on the alley 

The campaign recently expanded into 
12,000 additional feet of office space on 
another floor. Aseven-day-a-week call cen- 
ter operates in the new space. 

Campaign workers don’t really require 
much space because their tools— comput- 
ers and phones— are portable.

Bandit’ 

suspect 

arrested 

The man accused of being the “Groucho 
Bandit” by federal authorities has been 
arrested in another bank robbery after 
leaving an inpatient center where he was 
receiving mental health treatment, court 
records show 

Federal prosecutors have asked a fed- 
eral judge to revoke bond for Michael 
Staadt, 36, who had been released on his 
own recognizance last month. Staadt was 
originally taken into custody in July and 
accused of being the “Groucho Bandit,” a 
suspect who wore a fake mustache while 
robbing eight banks and attempting to rob 
a ninth during a spree on the North Side. 
He was indicted in the June 27 robbery of a 
Chase Bank branch at 2501 N. Clark St. 

A federal magistrate judge ordered 
Staadt released from custody and direct- 
ed that he stay in the inpatient program 
at Gateway Foundation in Chicago, a drug 
and mental health treatment facility 

According to the government motion 
to revoke bond, Staadt left the treatment 
center Friday and made his way to the 
same Clark Street bank. 

“The defendant approached the tell- 
er counter where he produced a note 
demanding money,” the motion states. 
“The teller acquiesced, {and] provided the 
defendant with approximately $3,420.” 

The teller told police that the rob- 
ber looked like the same man who had 
robbed the bank in June. Video surveil- 
lance revealed it was Staadt, prosecutors 
said, and he was quickly arrested nearby 

His attorney, Thomas Anthony Durkin, 
had no comment Monday

Cop kills daughter, 
commits suicide 


An off-duty Chicago police officer shot and killed 
his young daughter and critically injured his young 
son before taking his own life with a gun Monday 
morning, police said. 

Chicago Police said the shootings stemmed from 
a domestic dispute between the officer and the chil- 
dren’s mother, but they would not elaborate. They 
would not release the name of the officer, saying 
only that he was 31 years old and had been with the 
department about four years. 

Department spokeswoman Monique Bond said 
police responded to a “shots fired” call at the offi- 
cer’s home in Brighton Park on the Southwest Side 
at about 10:45 a.m. 

When officers arrived, a woman outside told 


them that there were children in the one-story 
brick house and that she’d heard shots. 

“You could hear moans from within the residence,” 
said First Deputy Superintendent James Jackson. 

SWAT officers rushed in the house, finding the 
dead officer and the two children, who police say 
were an 8 -year-old girl and a 12-year-old boy, in sepa- 
rate areas of the home. Bond said it appeared that 
all had been shot with the same handgun. The boy 
remained in critical condition Monday afternoon. 

Police said the officer who took his own life lived 
at the house, but they did not know if the two chil- 
dren lived there, as well. Officials with the city’s 
Independent Police Review Authority, which inves- 
tigates all police shootings, also were on scene. 


After record rain, residents assess damage 


Motorists trying to get home to Riverside wound 
through the near western suburbs in an irritat- 
ed procession Monday Flooding turned them 
back on Roosevelt Road in Forest Park; a pond 
stopped them where First Avenue had been in 
Brookfield. 

And if they tried to wade through on foot, 
many still ran into authorities, who blocked 
them at barricades and urged patience that was 
hard to come by, said Riverside Fire Chief Kevin 
Mulligan. 

In some parts of the Chicago area, the recov- 


ery indeed began as skies cleared, water levels fell, 
some roads were reopened and people in certain 
areas were allowed to return to their homes to 
assess damage from a record-setting rainy week- 
end. 

The death toll rose to at least four on Monday 
when the Cook County Medical Examiner’s office 
ruled that an 83-year-old man from Oak Lawn 
had accidentally drowned Saturday while bailing 
water out of a basement window well. Over the 
weekend, it was reported that a 28 -year-old man 
died in a retention pond in Arlington Heights, 


and two men died in Chesterton, Ind., while try- 
ing to rescue a boy in a drainage ditch. 

In New Lenox on Monday, a search resumed 
with a helicopter and heat-sensitive camera for 
a missing New Lenox man last heard crying for 
help in Hickory Creek on Sunday night. 

Officials enumerated the damage: Cook 
County Board President Todd Stroger said 3,600 
people in his county had been driven from their 
homes. Gov Blagojevich declared Cook and six 
other counties— Will, LaSalle, Kane, Grundy, 
DeKalb and DuPage— as disaster areas. 


Emergency landing

The National Transportation Safety Board 
confirmed on Sunday that the engineer, who 
was killed in the crash, had failed to stop at the 
final red signal. 

NTSB experts are planning to review the 
cell phone records of two 14-year-old boys and 


the engineer after the teens told CBS2-TV that 
they received a text message from the engineer 
shortly before the crash. 

The L. A. station said the teen was among a 
group of youths who befriended the engineer 
and asked him questions about his work. 

NTSB board member Kitty Higgins 
said investigators did not find a cell phone 
belonging to the engineer in the wreckage but 
would request his cell phone records, as well as 
those of the boys.

HIGH-STAKES SERIES 

On Tuesday, the Cubs start the first of two 
critical series against Milwaukee. The Cubs 
seem to have emerged from their early 
September doldrums, but they’re not the only 
ones who have gone through a rough patch 
this month. Milwaukee arguably needs this 
series more than the Cubs do. Here’s a look at 
some developments involving the Brewers.

Then: This River North pizzeria 
opened amid a flurry of other ’za- 
slinging spots last year, but it caught 
diners’ attention with slick surrounds, 
wood-fired pizzas and a food-friendly 
wine lineup. 

Now: The restaurant picks up speed 
after 7 p.m., while the lounge attracts 
the after-work crowd. We’re betting 
the free pizza helps: Score samples 
in the lounge when you purchase 
a $5 glass of select wine (4-6 p.m. 
Monday-Friday). 


Powerhouse 
Restaurant and Bar

Date of birth: Nov. 19, 2007 
Then: Besides a prime location in the 
historic Powerhouse building, this 
West Loop spot garnered buzz with a 
contemporary American menu from 
chef John Peters (formerly of Naha 
and Alinea) and restaurant cred from 
partners Jimmy Alexander (former 
owner of Pegasus and Artopolis) 
and Mitchell Schmieding (a Charlie 
Trotter’s alum). 

Now: Both Peters and Schmieding 
departed this summer. New chef Jeff 
Mauro recently debuted a new menu 
and Alexander just added a slew of 
specials, including a $25 three-course 
lunch and a $2.01 weekday happy 
hour appetizer menu. We found the 
place barely bumping at 6:15 p.m., but 
we hope that appetizer special sticks; 
the quesadillas al pastor put most 
bars’ cheap eats to shame.

It’S Ne-Yo’s ‘Year’

The credits on Ne-Tb’s third 
album, “Year of the Gentleman,” 
give thank-yous to “pain,” “confu- 
sion,” “frustration” and “weakness,” since they make him 
strive for their opposites. Unhappy feelings have been 
good to Shaffer Chimere Smith, better known as Ne- 
Yo. He has become R&B’s first-string lyricist for songs 
about romantic tensions. 

After writing “Unfaithful” for Rihanna, “Irreplaceable” 
for Beyonce and “So Sick” for himself, Ne-Yb found 
more adjectives for the new album: “Mad,” “Closer” 
and “Single.” With crafty but understated wordplay in 
“Single,” he promises to be a substitute boyfriend for all 
the single women at a club for as long as the DJ plays that 
song— a single, that is. 

Unlike the callous studs of hip-hop, Ne-Yb makes him- 
self sympathetic and vulnerable, and more so than ever 
on “Year of the Gentleman.” The album is filled with 
ballads about being a man in love: hopelessly attracted 
to a temptress in “Closer,” part of a shaky couple in 
“Why Does She Stay” and “Mad,” left behind in “Back 
to What Ybu Know,” and finally fulfilled in “Stop This 
World.” 

Ne-Yb’s high, gentle voice stays mournfully implor- 
ing, while the music changes with his collaborators. 

“Year of the Gentleman” is dominated by the pointil- 
listic Norwegian production team StarGate (Tor Erik 
Hermansen and Mikkel S. Eriksen), who can’t resist 
1980s synthesizer tones or the vocal resemblance 
between Ne-Yb and Michael Jackson. 

They revive the disco thump, synthetic horns and 
hovering vocals of “Billie Jean” for “Closer.” And Ne-Yb, 
writing on his own, echoes Jackson’s chord progressions 
to sing about a dance-floor siren in “Nobody” 

The music stays modest throughout the album, even 
at the rare moments when it simulates an orchestral 
buildup. Amid the programmed, hermetic patterns, 
Ne-Yb sounds isolated and needy, like a sweet guy just 
waiting to be rescued. Among current pop postures it’s

Roger Schultz freely admits he was just a “fat ass” 
when he began working with trainer Bob Harper 
on last season’s TV weight-loss competition “The 
Biggest Loser.” 

Schultz, a former all-conference lineman and 
strength coach for the University of Alabama foot- 
ball team, felt comfortable with himself, but at 363 
pounds he knew he had to make some changes. He 
knew, too, that he needed someone tough to whip 
him into shape. 

Fans of the NBC show, the new season of which 
premieres at 7 p.m. Tuesday, might think he chose 
the wrong trainer. Jillian Michaels, Harper’s col- 
league on the show, has a tougher reputation. But 
after observing their styles for awhile, Schultz knew 
Harper had the approach he needed. 

“The reality is. Bob is an extremely tough train- 
er,” says Schultz, who lost 164 pounds and finished 
second on the reality show “What Bob brings to the 
table is, yeah, he’ll work your ass hard, but ... he taps 
into your self-worth. Bob is kind of there to guide 
you through the transition.” 

Harper has extended that guidance to the masses 
with his new book ‘Are You Ready! Take Charge, 
Lose Weight, Get in Shape, and Change Your 
Life Forever.” In it, he combines the mind-body 
approach to fitness that Schultz found so success- 
fhl. 

Getting into shape is a process that involves what 
Harper terms the “inner compass”— determining 
if you’re really ready to get into shape, accepting 
yourself and forgiving yourself, loving yourself and 


changing your internal dialogue. 

“When I first started working on 
this show, I thought it was going 
to be simple — show {contestants} 
how I wanted them to eat, how to 
work out ... until I really got to sit 
down and work with them,” Harper 
said. “I found out just how difficult it 
was for them to find their self-worth, to 
get to the technical stuff They were finding 
every horrible thing to say about themselves, 
and this is how they would live their lives.” 

The trick. Harper said, was to help them turn 
that negative thinking around. 

“OK, this is the body you have, this is the body 
God has given you. What can we do to get you feel- 
ing better, stronger?” he said. “It was about finding 
away to get people to forgive themselves.” 

That change of attitude, he said, opens the door 
for improvement. 

“Once you cut yourself some slack, you give your- 
self the opportunity to grow, and then you can make 
lasting changes,” Harper said. “Then it’s about find- 
ing something, finding one thing that they can love 
about themselves, that they can appreciate. That’s 
one thing I learned that is a very helpful tool. When 
you get someone to start feeling better about them- 
selves, then the sky’s the limit.” 

Harper said he’s in the best shape of his life now, 
but can relate to the frustrations his contestants— 
and the public— often feel when trying to get into 
shape. 

“It’s definitely a gradual process,” he said.

“Plateaus are inevitable. It’s getting people to focus on the 
big picture. It is discouraging, but they just have to stay on 
track.” 

One of the main draws of “The Biggest Loser” series is the 
weigh-in— on a giant scale— at the end of each episode. It’s 
dramatic and helps to determine each week’s winners. Harper 
said he finds it ironic, given that he generally encourages people 
to ignore the number on the scale. 

“It’s about not allowing so much power in the number coming 
off the scale,” he said. “Tbu have to look at the technical side 
too. How are your clothes fitting? I can’t wait for the day I get to 
blow up a scale. 

“I think it’s important, when you’re working with someone 
who’s never done this before — I don’t want to shock people into 
this,” Harper said. “It’s about uplifting people, not breaking them 
down. My job is to motivate them, that as bad as it’s gotten— I’ve 
sat with a man who’s 421 pounds— I can show them that anyone 
can do it. I’m giving them that empowerment. That’s what it’s all 
about. With any relationship, it’s about the foundation you create 
at the beginning.” 

It works for Schultz. “I tease about the little Bob over my shoul- 
der-WWBD -What Would Bob Do?” he said. “He lives how he 
preaches, and he preaches how he lives.”

It’s Important to actually schedule exercise time. 
Harper says, especially If you’ve never worked out 
before. “That, to me. Is the biggest thing,” he says. 

DON’T FORGET THE DIET 

“Try to get off sugar Immediately, because of all the 
empty calories,” Harper says. And consider cutting 


portions In half. “When you cut everything In half, 
you will absolutely lose weight,” he says. 

START WITH CARDIO 

Buy yourself a pair of sneakers and just go for 
a walk before work or at lunch. “People ask me, 
‘What do 1 need to do. Bob? Do 1 need to get a gym 
membership? A trainer?’ ” Harper says. “No, just 
relax and get started.” 

WORK UP TO THE WEIGHTS 

If you’re exercising for the first time, wait about two 
months and then add In weight training. Harper 
says. “Fat and muscle don’t like living together,” 
he says. “The more muscle there Is, the more fat 
burning there Is. When you start weight training, 
don’t think that you’re going to start getting all 
muscle-y. You’re just going to start burning fat off.” 
Some trainers use heavy weights and limited 
repetitions, others prefer lighter weights and 
Increased repetitions. Harper combines the two. 

“I like heavier weights and lots of reps,” he says. 
“Combine those two and It works really well.”
